This gives a designer a 
structured approach to their work, from the start of a project to its completion. In 
this unit you will apply all the stages of the design cycle to a project.

2. Experiment with design ideas and materials using different interior design 
techniques. 

3. Present a portfolio of development work and finished designs. 

4. Review the quality of your design process and finished designs based on 
customer feedback.
